3. Claims 38-41, 44-47, 58-61, 66, 71-75, 78 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being clearly anticipated by Thorn (GB 2195255) or Zamierowski. 

Thorn discloses the claimed device for administering a reduced pressure to a wound 
having a cover, a seal, a reduced pressure means and a support means separate from 
the cover (7). The support means is considered to meet the claimed limitations, the 
layer (7) would inherently hold the cover out of contact with the wound. Similarly with 
the layer (250) of Zamierowski. 

4. Claims79-80, 83-85 are allowed. 

5. Claims 43, 48-57, 62-65, 67-69, 76-77 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
